PROHIBITION AS A NATIONAL ISSUE IN 1916. 

I'olitiful Ifiitlcrs mv vit'W iiig frotii nil iiiiglos tin- 
evkleut dutcriuiuatiou oi I'ruliibitiuu luadurit to 
push forward thii quettiou aa au isaue the oaiu- 
paign of 1916. 

The success that attended their efforts iu four 
stuti's of till- wost oil Novt'inber 3 has groiilly i-ii- 
couraged the advocutes oi' pi'ohibitiuu, uud tlie ma- 
jority of them now feel couildent that by keeping 
it constantly before the people lor the next 18 
months that tlit-y will ('(Uiiinimd tliv strength in the 
J)t'iiio(.Talic and iiopublicau purtii's at the popular 
primaries for tlie Presidency to name candidates 
iu each organiiation pledged to national prohi- 
bition. 

The i)ositii)ii of tlu' rrugressive party on thii* 
subject is iully understood. 

It standi for prohibition, and in atatea like Ohio, 
Indiana. Illinois, Pennsylvania and poasibly Now 
York, hy the returns of the late election, it Ntill 
holds the bulanee ot [unver as between the two 
older parties upon thi* popular vote of eaeh of 
theao atatea. 

A le.-ider foreint; that issue in the Demoeratie 
party iluriny the coming two years is assured of 
the support of nearly every southern state to 
Start with, and the state and local leaders of those 
states would be absolutely powerless bffore the 
sentiment that could bo aroused iu the south on 
that subject. 

Few Republican leaders in the north or the west 
«an guarantee their party against it at a primary 
election, and if they should carry throU|,'h to nom- 
ination a stale candidate opposed to it they would 
have to look for Demoeratie votes iu most of the 
states of the north to secure the election of sucii 
candidate, if his opponent was a Prohibitionist and 
the issue was fully made uj). 

The advocates of prohibition go upou the prin- 
ciple that this question can never be settled until 
it is settled right, aud iu their view it can neveif 
be s« itle(l ri^'ht until it is made effective through 
out the union. 

From the active work still going on in Ohio after 
the severe defeat the Prohibitionists sustained on 
November 3, one can pt iieive that there is to be 
no cessation iu the efforts iu tliis state or in tlie 
nation. 

The call from Nebraska and Waahington for mv 
tion by the Demoenitic; party favoring pn>hibition 
!is a Dfiiioeratie issue is not the ciill of an inex- 
perienced politician, nor has it been made without 
careful consideration as to the national effect. 
There would be no half-way house in a national 
contest upon this subject, and political straddlers 
would surely be in a very enibarrassiiifj position. 

It is evident that Mr. Uryan in the future will 
not assume that silence on' this subject is golden, 
aa he did in the late campaign in Ohio, but is pn'- 
parintj; for an earnest and determined effort on 
behalf of the prohibition cause. 

The prohibition organizations throughout the 
United Statea can make it interesting during the 
coming IS nnuiths fbr the older political par- 
ties, and it is possible that the (;ail 
In the CommoBor will force the contest of 1916 
upon the line of prohibition, away from all the 
errors and mistakes of the present administration, 
if that be possible, and the attempt be made to 
have what is called a great moral issue demand 
the nomination of candidates pledged upon the 
question. 

It is plain now, thro)i(^h the Commoner editor 
ials and the movements in many states, that the 
Prohibitionists are determined to call upon the 
Democratic and the Republican parties to say yes 
or no, as organizations, upon this subject. — Cin 
cinnafi Kiiquirer.

bod,v who wants "publicity."' 

Even the riders are beginning, man^ 
of them, to grasp the fact that t1|oy 
have mide Inordinate demands upon 
good nature. The American Newspaper 
I ublishers' Associivtlou, In Bulletin 
.1204. reprints n speech of E. A. Moree. 
representing the State Charities A-^so 
l iiition of .New York at the charities 
conference in Philadelphia, in which it 
is state.l that attempts to flich valu- 
.able H[>ai-e from newspapers should be 
abandoned even by organiaatipna fight- 
ing tubereulusb.

••Huy space. A.lvertise your wort

scntment Uiat the liewspap.'rs are b.' 
ginning to feel for you. If you do 
anything worth a picayune the news 
papers will print it as news and with- 
out your solicitation." 

Advertising tb.it in franhly adver 
lisiii^' .•itiiiiiiaii.U r.-pe.t. A.h I'rt isiii; 
which parades as news not only les 
nmn the respect of the public for 
newspapers as vehieleB of information 
hut also breeds contempt In the mind 
of the re.i.ler who might, if properly 
il'pniachcd, become interested in the 
.11 t.M prise, the commodity, the article 
ilie iii.liv i lual, advertiaed. 

Nowadays a very considerable pro 
portion of the readera of the press 
quickiy recognize, and as .piiikly re 
sent, "publicity articloa" designed t< 
I'Mpoae upon them by paiaing off ad 
vertisiiig as news. 

The paid advertisement challemge- 
attention and disarms criticism. It i- 
an open and above-board claim foi 
consideration; not an effort to trade 
upon a lack of intelligence, more ofter 
presumed than actual, among readera. 

Publicity bureaus are often so' ex- 
pensive that paid advertising woul.l be 
less costly. Tho press could, aii.l 
should, greatly reduce the volume of 
free publicity. The result would be 
more iuformiug and reliable news col 
limns. That reform would be worth 
more than the advertising which 
would su;i|.lant the free publicity 
masqnorading as newa. — Aniorlean 
Preaa.
